Germ^ emperor, and the crowds, which 
are constantly arriving by every avail- 
able mieans, by far surpass in numbers 
the attendance which has marked any 
previous sjiithead 
manouvres.

enormous^vemment flotilla and nu- 
merous pAvate craft, as well as all avail- 
able spate on shore, are packed with 
sight-seCTS. 


As thi yacht, Osborne, approached 
the Hapinsallem, the Prince of Wales 
signalled his greetings to the Kaiser, to

Every ^jssel, both government and 
English, -v as in holiday attire, and the 
spectacle, s the German fleet steamed 
slowly thraugh the narrow aisle left be- 
tween the aily decorate«! war ships, the 
flower of t ^ British navy, was impos- 
ing in the (ktreme. 


As the ij iperial yacht passed each 
ship she w£ i saluted by loud huzzas 
from the ta s spread out.upon the yards, 
or ranged upon the deck, followed by 
the booming of the ships' guns, which 
spouted th^ir tongues of flame again 
and again, imtil the Hapensallern was 
hidden by \the smoke.

The emperor will dine with the queen 
at Osborne this evening.

THE FIK$«T »RQIJISITION. 


Fort Wayne ÍM moderate in its De- 
mands for Scbool Books Puh- 
liMlied by Becktold. 


The first requisition for school books 
made upon the contractors through the 
superintendent of public instruction, 
Mr. La FoUette, under the new law, was 
received by that official yesterday at In- 
dianapolis. It is drawn by George W. 
Felts, county school superintendent of 
Allen county, and states that the supply 
is intended for the city schools of Fort 
Wayne. 


The requisition calls for 1,000 first, 
510 second, 790 third, ^10 fourth and 
.390 fifth readers, 1,315 elementary and 
1,000 complete arithmetics, 725 elemen- 
tary and 475 complete geographies. As 
this requisition is drawn at the^ state 
headquarters of the Becktold organiza- 
tion, and by ail officer in sympathy -with 
its character, it may afford some insight 
into the policy of the school book con- 
tractors. The amount of books drawn 
for is manifestly inadequate to supply 
the Fort 
Wayne schools, the last 
enumeration of the city showing 11,602 
school children, and the books dra-wn 
for being insufficient to equip the fifth 
part of that number. 


It is doubtless the program of the 
contractors to go slowly at the outset 
and until they feel themselves ^cure. 
There will probably be little compulsion 
for the present in forcing out all the 
books now in use by ejectment for fail- 
ure to procure the new ones and the 
-vise-will.be tightened gradually, but it 
•win doubtless be tightened all the same, 
and the grasp will not be relaxed until 
the last drop that can be secured under 
the contract is squeezed out. 


While the general sentiment of a ma- 
jority of the board is undoubtedly un- 
favorable to the new law, it is not likely 
that there -will be any further opposition 
to it, and its provisions will probably be 
carried out under the recent rulings of 
the attorney general.
